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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1, 2, and 4-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
the U.S. Patent No. 5,892,794 to Siegers. Siegers discloses a communications system for 
transferring both real-time and non-real-time data in figure 2 with a first communications station 
3 and a second communications station 2. The first communications stations comprises a first 
transceiver 42 with a controller 47 for outputting non-real-time data when there is no need for 
transferring real-time data, speech coding 44, and a non-real-time data buffer 45. A second 
communications station 2 comprises a second transceiver 32. The operation of the first station is 
described on Col. 5, line 64-67, and Col. 6, line 1-26. 

5. Regarding to claim 5, Siegers further disclose that the system can be implemented for a 
GSM standard (Col 3, line 23-26). Therefore, it is understood that the first station is a base 
station and the second station is a mobile station of a cellular telecommunications network. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
Siegers over the view of the U.S. Patent No. 5,912,894 to Duault et aL Siegers fails to disclose 
that the controller receives timing information from the speech coding indicating the timing of 
interruptions in the speech data stream. Duault et al. disclose a voice detector for detecting 
unused bandwidth reserved for voice channel (Col. 7, line 14-45). For increasing the efficiency 
of the system, it would have been obvious for a person having ordinary skill in the art by the time 
the invention was made to add the voice detector taught by Duault to the speech codec 44 on the 
system taught by Siegers so that it monitors the voice data stream and indicates the timing of 
interruptions in the speech data stream to the controller 47.
